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The iniquities of New York can be comprehended 
only by an imagination familiar with vice and crime in 
every conceivable shape and in every possible excess. 
We pretend to no snch accomplishment ourselves; but 
an occasional glare smites the eye, and reveals something 
of the diabolical wickedness which lurks as well in the 
sounting-rooms and palaces as in the brothels and gam¬ 
bling hells, of tbe Corinth of these latter times. The 
public got such an insight when Schuyler—a gentleman 
oif aristocratic blood and conspicuous piety—was disco¬ 
vered to support his splendour by a system of ingenious 
swindling. The public got such an insight when Hun¬ 
tington—the wealthy broker and leader of fashion—pro¬ 
voked a scrutiny into his mode of life and disclosed the 
various villanies of his career. Above all, the public 
got such an insight into the hideous deformities and de¬ 
pravities of New York society when the murder of Dr. 
Bnrdell rent the veil which hid the sanctuary of his home 
from the vulgar eye, and revealed the sweet harmonies of 
hfe domestic hearth. A pleasant spectacle, indeed, and 
quite eclipsing the household virtues of Schuyler, who 
only refused to recognise the mother of his children as 
his lawful wife; and of Huntington, who owned a legal 
bride, but lavishes his finest furniture, his choicest wines, 
apd his dearest affections on the light of his harem in 
another street. Even the “ passional attraction ” and 
evanescent connections of the Free Love Society were 
plain Christian common-places, in comparison with the 
mysteries rites celebrated in the Bond Street House, 
-phis vague allusion will suffice to recall the scenes and 
.tories with which, a short time since, the New York 
public were charmed, and with which decent people in 
other places were sickened to absolute faintness. 

Such is New York society, high and low—at the Five 
Points and in Fifth Avenue. Such does it appear in 
police reports; and such is its picture as sketched by the 
competent hand of Foster, himself a habitue in every 
den of vice, and an adept in all the elegant arts in which 
Schuyler, Huntington, Eckell and Mrs. Cunningham have 
shown themselves proficient. These are the scenes below 
the surface; and the surface itself is but gilded crime 
and a painted imposture—the whited sepulchre that con¬ 
ceals the corruption and decay of death. 

If we ask why it is vice so abounds in New York, 
Drs. Beecher and Cheever will give us a satisfactory an¬ 
swer. It is because they and their colleagues are false 
to their profession. It is because they, the annointed 
guides and instructors of the multitude, have left off 
preaching the Gospel of Christ, and have taken to 
preaching the new evangel of Higher-lawism. It is be¬ 
cause the “ sacred ministry ” have prostituted the pulpit 
to the basest uses of politicians. Can we wonder if the 
devil choose to hold high saturnalia in a city which flocks 
to the Sabbath-day exhibitions of Beecher and Cheever, 
and applauds their inculcation of Christian love and duty ?

Are 
not these beautiful expressions to be made use of by an 
expounder of the precepts of the “meek and lowly” 
founder of our religion ? Here is an individual who has 
taken upon himself clerical orders—who has made vows 
to devote himself to the service of the Saviour—whose 
position should preclude his intermingling in affairs of a 
secular character—this individual falsifies his vows, dis¬ 
honours his cloth, and prostitutes his position, by pander¬ 
ing to vile partisan ends, by advocating the dogmas of a 
faction whose purposes are truly infernal, and the very 
fact of whose existence will be regarded, in future times, 
as a stigma upon the otherwise fair escutcheon of our 
country. Instead of endeavouring to bring souls to Jesus, 
Dr. Cheever is endeavouring to bring voters to tlfe Black 
Republican party. Instead of using his influence to 
advance the cause of Christiatniy, he is using his influence 
to advance the cause of nigger-worship. Dr. Cheever 
must know that the accomplishment of the objects of 
abolitionism would lead to anarchy, and crime, and blood¬ 
shed. He must know that the organization whose prin¬ 
ciples he so zealously advocates is composed, in a great 
measure, of the dregs and scum of all other parties, of 
demagogues, broken-down hacks, infidels, free lovers, Fou- 
berites, and the supporters of every other imaginable 
bm-abominableness.

SLAVERY IN THE METHODIST CHURCH. 


The following action on the subject of slavery was had 
by the Baltimore Conference at its recent session : 

[See Standard of last week.] 

Such is the anti-slavery principle of the gentleman from 
tbe border who made such burning anti-slavery speeches 
in the last General Conference, and declared, by every¬ 
thing that was sacred, that they were great and hot haters 
of slavery, and were doing all they could to extirpate the 
villany I Now, they highly deprecate the agitation of the 
slavery question which has already resulted to the detri¬ 
ment of the political and religious interests of the coun¬ 
try. And such are the anti slavery men who claim the 
right to select editors to man the anti-slavery press of the 
North. Accordingly, it is not strange that the press 
which they have thus manned can publish the above, 
without a line or a word of condemnation or rebuke. 

When will such anti-slavery Conferences and presses 
break every yoke and let the oppressed go free ? If I 
understand the doctrince of so much of the remarks as 
is put down in the above action, the whole question, in 
the minds of our Baltimore brethren, was not in relation 
to their hatred of slavery, but their fear of the Church 
South. The question with them seems not to be so much 
wbat is right, what does religion demand, but how shall 
we most effectually keep the Church South out of our 
territory ? But if all the people along the border hate 
slavery so much, and hold so few slaves, how does it come 
to pass that these representatives of a purely slavery 
Church are so formidable, and so much to be feared ? 
Are the good people along the border, where Methodism, 
where the sons of Wesley have had almost undisputed 
sway, for the last sixty years, yet undecided on this great 

S tion of humanity, which was pronounced upon by 
great founder ? Alas! alas, if that be so, what has 
the Church been doing all those years! What must infi¬ 
delity think of the power of Christianity! and where, 0, 
where is the civilizing and humanizing power of that 
form of Christianity which many of our fathers have so 
frequently and confidently declared would take the 
world ? - t 


Having nothing in particular to do, we spent a day and 
night in Newark, N. J., the city of Methodist churches, 
and the residence of Dr. Whedon. Newark is a large 
manufacturing city, and strongly connected with the South 
by commercial ties. This accounts for its pro-slavery ten¬ 
dencies ; and as Newark is the commercial metropolis of 
the State, it is able to control, in a great measure, the 
opinions aud policy of the State, religious, social and 
political. It is «w strange, therefore, that New Jersey 
Conference sees almost eye to eye with Baltimore ou tne 
question of slavery. 

Dr. Whedon, like many others who do business in New 
York, lives in Newark, though he has his regular office 
hours at the Book Boom. By the way, we have heard an 
anecdote of the Doctor, to this effect: that soon after he 
settled in Newark, some brother in the ministry called 
upon him, and invited him to preach for him. Dr. W. 
interposed no objection to preaching, but inquired whe¬ 
ther, in case of his accepting the invitation, he would be 
at liberty to speak out plainly, if he saw proper, upon 
the subject of slavery, or any other subject he saw fit to 
discuss. The solicitor declined to answer the question 
then, but said he would consult some of tbe officers of 
his Church, and inform the Doctor of their views. In a 
short time the Doctor was informed in substance that such 
a liberty cofod not be accorded to bim in the Methodist 
pulpits of Newark—that it would not be agreeable to 
the people to hear anything from him at anytime against 
the sin of enslaving men and women; whereupon the 
Doctor very properly indicated that it would be equally 
disagreeable to himself to preach iu a Methodist pulpit 
thus trammelled and cottonized. Thus the negotiations 
ended (so we understand), and Dr. D. D. Whedon, editor 
of the Quarterly Review, is virtually shut out of the 
pulpits of Newark, N. J., unless he will first consent to 
be gagged, and to prophesy smooth things. And yet, in 
this very city, Bishop Fierce, a slaveholdiug Bishop of the 
M. E. Church, South, who wails so dolorously over the 
probability that Kansas will be lost to the South, was 
publicly associated with Bishop Janes and Simpson in 
the dedication of tbe Broad street Church 1 Nor was he 
required to abjure oppression, or abstain from its lauda¬ 
tion ; but Dr. Whedon, an officer of onr own Church, a 
temperate and discreet minister of Christ, is met at the 
foot of the pulpit stairs with a padlock and muzzle ; and 
is not allowed to ascend, unless he will consent to wear 
those beautiful Southern ornaments. And yet all these 
New Jersey delegates and preachers are very “anti¬ 
slavery.” Not “ Abolitionists ” certainly ; but as much 
as ever opposed to slavery ! 

All honour to Dr. Whedon for the stand he has taken. 
Better not preach at all than to preach an emasculated 
and time-serving gospel. H, Mattison.

that the vice reigned unchecked among the laity? For 
our part, we shall never claim it as aDy honour that onr 
travelling preachers do not hold slaves. We would as 
soon think of deriving credit from the fact that they are 
not burglars, or highwaymen, or murderers. That tbe 
language of prohibition is, or ever was, necessary to keep 
either clergy or laity from so foul a sin, is deeply hnmiliar 
ting. If it conld be shown that none of onr preachers 
are slaveholders, it would add no more to our credit than 
it would to show that they are not pickpockets. We 
shall never be at the trouble of dividing the Chnrdi into 
lay and clerical, where vice is concerned. Sin is siD, whe¬ 
ther in the laymen or the clergymen. This legislating 
against merely clerical slaveholding is a sorry bBsiaess, 
and the least that can be said about it is best. It was 
the work of an unfortunate hour. Let no man hereafter 
inquire whether or not any Methodist preachers are slave¬ 
holders. It is preposterous. 

We have taken to ourselves quite too much creditor 
keeping slaveholding out of the ministry. Had we,Ks a 
denomination, even succeeded in this thing, in some req>ec- 
I table degree, which we have not, the success would feve 
been a standing reproach. A Church that merely jpre- 
tends to keep its clergy from a shameless vice, like slavery, 
clearly needs a revival of anti-slavery sentiment and 
action. 

The time has come for us to drop such trifling, md 
treat slavery as it deserves. It is a crime, and we mist 
put it with crimes.- We must not stand diddling WiU 
such puerilities as the prohibition of mrisM sic.-.- 
holding. The age, the gospel we preach, history, ou: own 
common sense, demand a manly course. Were it nut that 
many of our members are actually guilty of this liu, we 
should be opposed to soiling the pages of the Diffiipline 
with a specification of this enormity. It ought to rank 
with murder, piracy and seduction—crimes which we have 
not condescended to specifically prohibit, nor disgraced 
ourselves by forbidding to “ travelling preachers.” 

SLAVERY IN THE BORDER CONFERENCES. 

We were conversing the other day with an intelligent 
and influential member of one of the “ Border Confer¬ 
ences,” who had no sympathy with onr views on the sub- 
ject of slavery, but who was a frank, open, truth-telling 
man ; and desirous of knowing the facts in the ease, we 
asked him if slaveholding, breeding, buying and selling, 
existed among our membership in the Border Conferences; 
he said it did. We asked him if such cases were made a 
matter of discipline, and he answered, No. We asked 
him further, if any of our preachers held slaves, and he 
said they did. He said there were slaves held by mem¬ 
bers of the Baltimore Conference! He did not know 
how it was in all the Border Conferences; he only spoke 
of those with which he was acquainted. He stated he 
believed the Philadelphia Conference was now free from 
slavery. One of its members did hold slaves, but, upon 
being waited upon by a committee appointed by the Con¬ 
ference, and in reference to the matter, he transferred the 
ownership of them to his wife! This satisfied the com¬ 
mittee and the Conference, and he went on his way rejoic¬ 
ing! We told him these things were denied on the floor 
of the last General Conference, by the representatives of 
the Border Conferences; he said he was aware of the fact, 
but they were nevertheless true. For ourselves, from all 
we can learn, we have no doubt of the correctness of Dr. 
McFerrin’s “ statements ” in regard to the complicity of 
our Church in the great sin of slavery. Our official 
editors ought to be careful how they throw stones at their 
Southern brethren. Their glass houses are in imminent 
peril. 

The question of principle does not divide the Church 
North from the Church South, so far as its practice is 
concerned. It is a question of quantity more than of 


the North, a retail business in this abomination. On the 
score of consistency, the South has decidedly the advan¬ 
tage. It says slavery is a divine institution, and conse¬ 
quently takes it to its bosom. The Church North says, 
“ it is the vilest thing that ever saw the sun,” and yet 
refuses to thrust it out of its communion! We hope the 
facts will be dragged out into the light, that we may 
know the extent of our guilt as a Church in this matter. 
The Church should arise and wash its hands clean of ijfos

As the Discipline now stands, slaveholding in the 
ministry is the rule, non-slaveholding the exception. We 
let all preachers hold slaves if they will consent to be 
local and unordained. We will consent to ordain them, 
and let them travel, slaveholders though they be, if 
wicked slaveholders are disposed to make a law forbidding 
emancipation. In view of these facts, the inquiry, “ Are 
any Methodist preachers slaveholders?” cannot be an¬ 
swered in tbe negative, unless by some one who is per¬ 
sonally acquainted with all onr preachers, both local and 
travelling. Certainly there is nothing in tbe Discipline 
to prevent great numbers of ministers engaging in this 
abominable practice. Nor does the history of our Church, 
thus far, afford any ground to infer that preachers have 
not availed themselves of tbe absence of a prohibitory 
statute against this sin. Indeed, it is a well-known fact 
that many of our local preachers are slaveholders. No 
intelligent man will presume to deny this statement. 
There never has been any objection to local preachers 
holding slaves—the practice is as free to them as to any 
other members of the Church. 

So much, then, for the probabilities and possibilities of 
ministerial slaveholding among the Methodist preachers. 
Bat tbe distinction itself is a burlesque. We might just 
as well divide drunkenness into lay and clerical, prohibit 
ing tbe latter, and allowing the former. What if we were 
to deny our ministry, especially our travelling and ordained 
ministers, the right to steal, and so specify it in the book 
of Discipline! would not such a prohibition be justly 
regarded an outrage on all morality ? Certainly a people 
who could thus discriminate between clerical and lay 
theft would not deserve to be considered aa violently 
opposed to stealing. The fact of a prohibition restricted 
to the clergy would show that, in our estimation, there 
was no moral obliquity in theft, and that expediency alone 

determined us to restrict the practice to laymen or mere 
local nreachers. Such a prohibition would be ridiculous, 
nay, monstrous, but not one whit more so than is our rule 
forbidding “ travelling preachers,” and them only, to hold 
slaves This act of prohibition shows what estimate we 
place upon the practice; we treat it as inexpedient, not 

68 Suretofwhere the general estimate of the practice of 
slaveholding is so very low and doubtful as this amounts 
to, it is not worth while to be very nice in defending the 
honour of the Church against the imputation of clerical 
slaveholding. It is even questionable whether tbe bare 
fact of such a partial, ludicrous prohibition does not much 
more damage to our reputation than it can ever do us 
credit. Would it be any honour to find a statute among 
us inhibiting clerical lying, with the bare possibility of 
its observance by the clergy, and the absolute certainty 


Let me not be misunderstood, Mr. President. I would 
not wage any unconstitutional war upon slavery in the 
States. But I will make every constitutional assault 
upon it. I will carefully search every section of the 
organic law of the land—I will go to that great armoury 
of free principles, the Constitution, and there select the 
best and most effective weapons with which to war on 
slavery everywhere, whether in the District of Columbia, 
on the high seas, in the Territories, and in all the States 
of this Union. In that contest I will bring into full play 
these clauses of the Constitution, viz.: 

“ We, the people of the United States, in order to form 
a more perfect union, establish justice, ensure domestic 
tranquillity, provide for the common defence, promote the 
general welfare, and secure the blessings of liberty to 
ourselves and onr posterity, do ordain this Constitution: 

“ No person shall be deprived of life, liberty, or pro- 


privileges and immunities of citizens of the several States. 

“ The privilege of the writ of habeas corpus shall not 
be suspended. 

“ The right of trial by jury shall be preserved. 

“ The powers not delegated to the United States by 
the Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the States, are 
reserved to the States respectively or to the people.” 

Sir, it has been insisted by many eminent men that the 
rigid application of these organic principles to slavery 
would terminate its existence throughout the republic. 
John Quincy Adams, on the floor of Congress, maintained, 
that under “ the war power,” and also in other contingen¬ 
cies, Congress might abolish slavery in all the States. 
Tbe old man is good authority on this question (applause). 
Governor Poindexter, of Mississippi, in his place in the 
Senate, when the force law was passed to collect the 
revenue in Charleston, and put down nullification in 
South Carolina, declared there was more authority under 
the Constitution for the abolition of slavery by Congress 
than for the passage of that law; and yet tbe law was 
signed by Andrew Jackson and was affirmed bv tbe 
Supreme Court of the United States. Adams and Poin¬ 
dexter may have been in error; but, sir, if your party and 
mine shall ever attain to power, and come to the conclu¬ 
sion that Adams and Poindexter were right, then I trust 
they will spend the first year of their administration in 
instituting such measures, and the last three in carrying 
them out, as will leave neither a master nor a slave in all 
our broad land, from the pine forests of the upper lakes 
to the sugar groves of the lower Mississippi, and from the 
shores of the Atlantic to the foot of the Sierra Nevada. 
Then, indeed, 

“From our green mountains to tliesea, 

One voice sliall thunder, wb or* tree I : ’ (Cheers.) 

But, sir, all this lies in the future. The people of New 
York have present duties to perform. The Dred Scott 
decision touches us most nearly. It audaciously aims to 
plant and to protect slavery upon our own soil. What¬ 
ever may be its fete in National politics, Freedom is in 
power here. And, as a humble member of our renowned 
Commonwealth, I am for meeting the Supreme Court at 
the boundaries of our State, and proclaiming to its face, 
that from the shores of the St Lawrence in the North 
to the banks of the Delaware in the South, and from 
where Montauge wraps the misty garland of the Atlantic 
around its headland Westward to where Niagara’s cata¬ 
ract “ Tolls the wild, eternal base in nature’s anthem,” 
every being, wearing the hnman form divine, and who is 
nnconvicted of crime, shall be as Free as the running 
waters that gush out at his feet; as chainless as the air 
that he inhales (long continued applause). 

Sir, the crisis is upon us. The decision of the Supreme 
Court, if permitted to be carried out, establishes slavery 
not only in all the Territories, but in every State of this 
Union. It nationalizes the system, and declares it invio¬ 
lable and invulnerable j not a social evil, to be deplored, 
but a political blessing, to be reverenced and let alone. 
Sir, in its essence it goes to the roots of the rights of 
man, irrespective of colour, creed, or clime. In law, it is 
false; in morals, it is wicked ; in politics, it is alarming. 
This crisis is not of our seeking. But, being upon us, we 
must meet it like men. I will not disguise the solicitude 
I feel that this Legislature should meet it promptly, boldly. 
The heart of the people is with us. It beats sound and 
steady. Tbe public voice is emphatic. It calls for action, 
fearless action, adapted to the exigency. As yon know, 
sir, a Joint Committee of tbe Legislature, to whom this 
question has been referred, have made a report, recom-1 
mending the adoption of resolutions and the passage of a 
Personal Liberty Bill. I think the report is admirable, 
and the resolutions excellent But, I fear that the people, 
when they examine the proposed law, will exclaim, “ 0,

He (Mr. H.) was not afraid to say what he 
felt that the Court, in stepping over the bounds of its 
dutv in so important a case, had lost his confidence and 
his respect. The dictum of that Court is not supreme. 
That Court iB but one of several powers of government. 
It cannot rob the States of their sovereignty; and the 
power remains to the State sovereignties to say for them¬ 
selves whether that tribunal has, in their opinion, gone 
beyond its powers. In this case, the Court had exceeded 
the bounds of its powers and duty; and he, for one, would 
not bow his knee to their infamous dicta. That tribunal 
is not as supreme as the Slave Power would have it. 
This is an appeal from it to the judgment of mankind and 
to the people; and this Legislature should give utterance 
to the sentiments of a free people, and, having done so, be 
brave enough and courageous enough to stand firmly up 
to the opinions and judgment uttered. 

Mr Baker was glad to see that some of the Democracy 
concede that the Court had stepped aside from its duty 
in this matter; but it was amusing to see some on the 
left excusing the decision as wroDg, and on the other side 
justifying it as right.

A debate of a very animated character ensued, which 
was continued through four horns—the lobbies and galle¬ 
ries being filled throughout. The sketch subjoined gives 
no just idea of the speeches made. 

Mr. Wooster sustained his substitute. It omitted the 
first section of the original bill, because our State Con¬ 
stitution recognises all coloured persons as citizens already. 
That is enough. The chief feature of his substitute was 
that it declared all persons free in this State. This decla¬ 
ration was not in conflict with either the Constitution or 
the Fugitive Slave law. If a negro is “ property,” and 
such a one should escape hither, the person claiming him 
can recover him as other “property ” is recovered. He 
spoke at considerable length in support of his views. 

Mr. Jones argued to show that the State of New York 
had surrendered to the United States the right to reclaim 
fugitive Blaves, and read from an opinion of Judge Mc¬ 
Lean in support of his views. Mr. J.then alluded to the 
strictures made by Mr. Wooster, yesterday, upon his 
change of views in the license law, and retorted by saying 
that that gentlemau had himself fallen into a like incon¬ 
sistency by signing his name to a report, and then, as he 
is now doing, opposing what he had once indorsed. 

Mr. Wooster replied, that it was true he had signed 
the report; bn he hud not, like that gentleman, pledged 

himsel personally to his associates to stand by that report, 

letter for letter. Nor had he, like that gentleman, made 
a speech on the floor in favour of the reported bill, and, 
in fifteen minutes after, voted against his own speech 
andh's own report and his own bill, simply because a 
political tneud had said: “ Jones, you must'back down 
from your report, or we shall lose all our political thunder.”

Mr. B. Owen preferred the original bill. It was brief, 


expressed in the opinions in the Dred Scott case—opin¬ 
ions expressed with a purpose to compel the recognition 
of slaverv in every State in the Union. 

Mr Wakeman sustained the original bill at length, 
and reviewed the positions assumed by the opponents of 

tb ' jj^Van Valkenburqh followed in a strong speech 
against the doctrines avowed by Judge Taney. 

®Mr. Hooeboom wished to do nothing in conflict with 
the Constitution, and would be willing to add a clause in 
the language of the Constitution, in regard to the surren¬ 
der of Fugitives. 

Mr. Mahbn opposed all the substitutes and the bill, 
and argued that a majority of the Counties in the State 
hud decided in favour of the Dred Scott decision. 

The Speaker— I care not where oppression may be. 
There I stand, ready to repel and resist it. I recognise 
no power under Heaven that can make a man a slave. I 
recognise no Constitution—no Law, that cap deprive a 
man of his personal rights and liberty ; and I, as a citi¬ 
zen of New York, am ready to place this State in that 
attitude. 

Suppose New York takes that ground—what then ? 
Some talk of revolution, as if that were to be the dreaded 
result. Sir, I love that word, when it is revolution as 
against oppression. Revolution, in that sense, has en¬ 
twined about it, and in it, tho word Liberty. There is 
no nation under Heaven where freedom, if it have any, is 
not founded first in revolution. I preach not revolution 
here to-night, because it is not necessary. But I do say 
that when the Courts undertake to deprive citizens of 
their liberty, it is our duty to take position. I know 
that State after State will follow the lead of the State 
whose motto is “Excelsior.” When this great State, 
with her three millions and upward of freemen, takes 
that position, then I know that a death-blow is struck as 
against Afrioan slavery. 

[The Speaker’s five minutes here expired—when, by 
consent, he had leave to proceed.] 

The Speaker, resuming—This is my position. If this 
law be unconstitutional, I place my feet on the Constitu¬ 
tion of the United States. Nowhere does it contain the 
word “ slavery.” Place that instrument in the hands of 
a man, born even and bred under a despotism as absolute 
as that of the Autocrat of Russia, accustomed to its 
exactions and its tyranny, and entirely ignorant of the 
fact that its Constitution had ever been a qmestion in this 
particular—ask him to construe it. Could he point to a 
line or a word that reeognises slavery in it ? I place my¬ 
self on that Constitution ; and I would not permit a 
fugitive from the South to be taken from our limits. 
What then ? What power can compel us to acquiesce ? 
Will James Buchanan march troops into New York to 
coerce us into submission ? We know that no attempt 
will be made thus to coerce this State, when it takes this 
position. We know that this will be a “ bloodless Revo¬ 
lution ”—a Revolution of Public Opinion—the whole 
North putting itself on the Constitution of the United 
States, and declaring that at the North, at least, slavery 
shall not exist. 

I hope this law will be enacted. I don’t know what 
members think of it. I do know what their constituents 
think. I know that if this question was presented to 
them, they would take the position I do—that of the 
Freedom of the People—Freedom of the citizens of 
New York. 

Mr. Yarnum—I like the remarks of the gentleman 
from Oswego (the Speaker), because they come square 
up to the mark that I supposed he, and those who think 
and act with him, had in view. And I don’t see, taking 
these remarks in connection with the resolutions accom¬ 
panying this bill, and the bill itself, how to reconcile the 
latter with anything short of Nullification. Though the 
Speaker said he did not preach Revolution here to-night, 
he has preached it. He has defied the Constitution of 
the United States (loud applause in the galleries, which 
was with difficulty suppressed). He says he glories in 
preserving that sacred instrument, but it is because the 
word slavery is not in it. But is there not in the Consti¬ 
tution a tribunal created, whose province it is to decide 
all questions of construction growing out of it? Has 
not that tribunal decided this very question, as to fugi¬ 
tives from labour or service? Has it not decided the 
Fugitive act to be constitutional, and that under it fugi¬ 
tive slaves must be delivered up ? And yet the Speaker 
urges the passage of this law, the object of which, he 
avers, is to prevent the rendition of such fugitives! If 
that is not treason (said Mr. Yarnum, with vehemence, 
and turning towards the Speaker, who sat near and 
behind him)—if that is not treason, I know not what is 
(renewed applause). 

Mr. Foot said—The amendment now reads that no 
person shall be held as a slave in this State, “ unless held 
under due process of law”—that is, unless held under this 
outrageous fugitive act. Hence it is that I am opposed 
to this proposition of the gentleman from Herkimer (Mr. 
Wooster), including, as it does, the proposition of the 
gentleman from Yates (Mr. Harpending), to which I 
allude—for these gentlemen, by this proposition, call on 
the Republican party to endorse the Fugitive law. 

I cannot agree with the gentleman from Columbia 
(Mr. Hogeboom) in his proposition—though sound in 
fact and m the abstract—because he surrenders the prac¬ 
tical effect of this measure. But whilst I object to it, I 
shall not advance so far as to go for Revolution, 

The gentleman from Queens (Ur. Jones) ailed me, a 
little while ago, if the second section of the original bill 
would not prevent a fugitive slave, or one claimed as such, 
from being taken through this State to the South ! I 
say yes; and I say that the only obligation resting on 
New York, under the Constitution and laws, is to surren¬ 
der slaves that escape into this State. No officer of the 
United States Government, nor any other man, has a 
right to bring over the free soil of New York a fugitive 
slave not found in this State—and any such officer or 
other person who thus brings a fugitive slave into this 
State, with a view of passing through it, is punishable to 
as great an extent as he would be for putting a stiletto 
in his heart. And I say that this law of the Committee, 
whilst it goes to the full verge of State rights in its ope¬ 
ration, goes no further. 

Some gentleman friendly to this bill of the committee 
had rather not use the term slave. But why mince the 
matter ? Let the world know what we are domg. 

Mr. Lewis —My colleague (Mr. Wooster) is decidedly 
in favour of making the exception proposed by Mr. Har¬ 
pending. I am as decidedly opposed to it. I stand to 
the same position I have heretofore occupied. I go for 
the substitute of my colleague with the amendments pro¬ 
posed by Mr. Hogeboom. But the substitute is good 
enough without. We have long ago repealed the Fugi¬ 
tive Slave law in Herkimer. W e have repealed it in the 
Senate and Assembly of the People’s hearts; and we defy 
the United States Government, with its whole army, to 
reclaim a slave in old Herkimer. If this is treason, make 
the most of it. I don’t fear Revolution. This country 
was born in the midst of Revolution. It is not so bad 
an institution. 

Mr. B. Owen hoped the original bill would be adhered 
to for reasons which he gave. 

Mr. Pomeroy only desired to aid in placing upon the 
statute book the settled opinions of the people. A new 
issue has arisen in this Dred Scott decision, and this bill 
is to meet this new isssue. When it shall pass, it will 
rest upon the hearts of the whole body of the people, 
and be sustained by them. He alluded to the question 
of citizenship, and maintained that no exterior power 
could decide who should be a citizen of this State. The 
deeision in question did not decide to tho contrary. The 
Court had no power to decide upon the question of citi¬ 
zenship, because it had, by its own showing, no jurisdic¬ 
tion in the case before it. He gave bis views of the 
pending bill at length, and supported it as superior to 
any of the propositions pending. 

Mr. Hogeboom desired to be emphatic but discreet. 
Hq would use the pungent language of the Constitution 
Of this State and of the Union in regard to citizenship, 
and the rights which that relation secures. He proposed 
an amendment to the pending substitute, in the language 
which be preferred, which was adopted. 

Mr. Mulligan denounced the whole thing as out of 
place, improper and treasonable. 

Messrs. Kivlen and Allen abo spoke to the same 
effect. 

Several other propositions were made to amend, but no 
question was taken, when the Committee reported pro¬ 
gress. 

In the House, Mr. Foot moved to order the Personal 
Freedom bill to a third reading. 

Mr. Jone 9 renewed his motions made in Committee of 
the Whole, and they were voted down—28 to 67. 

Mr. Irvinq denounced the whole proceeding as impro¬ 
per and treasonable. 

Mr. Varnum would be willing to sustain the bill as it 
stood, with a few slight verbal changes. 

The bill, os published above, was then ordered to a 
third reading. 

Friday, April 17. 

Mr. Varnum moved to recommit the Personal Liberty 
bill to embody the amendments offered by the gentlemen 
from Columbia (Mr. Hogeboom) and from Herkimer (Mr. 
Wooster). 

Mr. B. Owen moved the previous question. Lost. 

The Speaker hoped, in deference to the views of many 
members, the House would allow the vote to be taken 
distinctly on the proposition of the gentleman from Her¬ 
kimer (Mr. Wooster). There were those who wished to 
record their votes against slavery in every form and shape. 
This opportunity should be given. 

The vote was then stated to bo on the motion to recom¬ 
mit with instructions to substitute Mr. Wooster’s substi¬ 
tute, ns embodied in tbo last evening's proceedings, with 
the addition of the amendment, offered by Mr. Harpeud- 
iug, adding the words “ without due process of law.” 

Mr. Wooster wished the vote od his proposition, with- 


Mr. Jones insisted that the first proposition to be voted 
upon was the proposition of the gentleman from Her¬ 
kimer. 

Mr. Leavenworth would be willing to have the vote 
taken as proposed, if it could be done without debate. 
But, if it could not be, then he should immediately move 
the previous question. 

The vote was then taken (without Mr. Harpending’s 
addition), and the proposition was lost—42 to 25. 

The question was then on the bill reported by the Joint 
Committee, and as passed by the Committee of the Whole 
last evening. The bill was then PASSED—72 to 38— 
as follows:

Mr. Abbott, being called, asked to be excused from 
voting, and saidMr. Speaker I very much regret the 
necessity of being compelled to ask to be excused from 
voting upon a question of this kind; but, sir, this bill, in 
its present form, comes very far 9hort of what I think a 
bill securing freedom to all the citizens of this State 
8honld come. I deny the right of any man to hold slaves 
in this State, under any pretence whatever, and I would 
be exceedingly -well pleased to see this Legislature pass a 
law that would effectually put a stop to the execution of 
any Fugitive Stove bill. Sir, I deny the right or autho¬ 
rity of CoDgressi to pass any bill for the rendition of fugi¬ 
tives from slavery, and, therefore, deny the right or the 
duty of any person to execute or attempt to execute it in 
this State. Mr. Speaker, having expressed my views 
upon this bill, I withdraw my request to be excused, and 
vote in the affirmative. 

Mr. Hutchinson did not recognise the United States 
Constitution as recognising slavery, and did not recognise 
the right of any man to hold a slave. He should, how¬ 
ever, vote for the bill. 

, Mr. Rawson, on his name being called, said he was in 
favour of some such bill as this; but this bill war far 
short of what he thought such a bill should be. He, 
however, would vote for the law. 


Albany, April 17. 

Yesterday the Personal Liberty bill was taken up in 
the Assembly, and a very remarkable discussion followed 
—remarkable for the efforts of some gentlemen to dodge 
its responsibility to their constituents and the bold and 
manly tone of others. A substitute was offered by Mr. 
WooBter, of Herkimer, containing only two sections, to the 
effect that any person being in this State shall be free, and 
any person holding or attempting to hold a man as a slave 
in this State shall be guilty of a felony, punishable, on 
conviction, by imprisonment for a term of not more than 
ten nor less than two years. Another was offered by Mr. 
Harpending, intending to evade collision with the Fugi¬ 
tive Slave law, and an amendment to the original bill by 
Judge Hogeboom for the same purpose. Since both 
were rejected by the House, it is scarcely worth while to 
discuss the consistency of these amendments. It must be 
seen by every one, however, that a law which says first 
that every person within the State is free, and after 
declares that certain persons may be taken from it as 
slaves, consents to the enslavement of a man ones free by 
force of the law itself. 

Near the close of the discussion, Mr. Littlejohn took 
the floor, inn speech of unequalled power and earnestness. 
The transition from whiffling apologies for doing the 
right thing to an open, manly avowal of eternal hostility 
to all oppression came like a thunderbolt to the mere 
politicians. Mr. L. said that, for one, he held that no 
power under Heaven could make a man a slave, and he 
would never consent to speak of that abominable institu¬ 
tion except as a fact, hateful to God and humanity, and 
that no law nor judgment should compel him to recognise 
it as a right. He said some gentlemen paraded the bug¬ 
bear “ Revolution ” before the people : “ Revolution! ” 
answered he; “ I love the word. Interpenetrating it and 
wrapped up in it is the word 1 Liberty ’; out of its fruit¬ 
ful soil has sprung all the freedom that the world enjoys. 
We ought not to fear it; it gave us all we now possess 
of liberty. But he was not to be understood as contem¬ 
plating any revolntion by arms—he spoke of a revolution 
in public opinion which has already begun—a bloodless 
revolntion, going on only in the hearts and consciences of 
the people.” This speech sent a thrill through the 
House.

If money can buy such services, 
they should be made to feel that thirty pieces of silver are 
a poor recompense for the kiss of Judas, and that the plea, 
if they did not betray the liberties of the people, others 
would be base enough to do it, if it passes current among 
ludnappers, cannot be received among honest men.

Slavery being a state of war against mankind, 
existing only by trampling upon human rights and viola¬ 
ting the Constitution and laws ordained to proteot those 
rights, it is not to be expected that slaveholders and slave- 
catchers, and those who seek to uphold and enforce the 
practice of kidnapping in this State, would regard its 
Constitution and laws. And we are not surprised to find 
that this is the character of those seeking to enforce the 
Fugitive Slave Act in this city. 

Last Saturday, the U. S. Marshal and his deputy seized 
upon 1 printing press, 1 standing press 39 cases, 900 lbs. 
brevier, nonpareil and display type, 21 fonts of wood type, 
5 chases, 14 bundles of cap paper, 43 bundles of letter 
paper, I lot of coloured paper, and 148 reams of printing 
paper, to satisfy the impudent claim of the slave-catcher 
Garland, who had already taken $3,000 worth of onr 
property for the same purpose. On Monday evening we 
replevined the property and the Sheriff took possession of 
it, and served notice of that fact upon both the Marshal 
and his deputy. Had the U. S. officers been willing to re¬ 
spect the laws of this State, and leave the question to be 
decided by the legal tribnnals, they would have rested 
their case on the issue of the suit begun by us in the Circuit 
Court. But not they. They must illustrate the lawless 
character of the Aot whose tools and servants they con¬ 
sent to be. And so, last evening—the three days during 
which the property, by the new code, remains in posses¬ 
sion of the Sheriff, being about to expire—the Marshal 
being sick, sent his deputies, Cogswell and Kearney, the 
man who was so notorious at Racine, to forcibly remove 
the goods from our premises. Mr. Armstrong, our press¬ 
man, who had been deputized by the Sheriff to keep the 
goods for him, informed the deputies that they were, by 
the laws of the State, in his possession, and that they 
could not remove them. Cogswell went back to the U. S. 
Court-room, while Kearney sat down on one bundle of 
paper and Armstrong on another, waiting for the appear¬ 
ance of the Sheriff—who had been sent for—and Cogs¬ 
well. 

We were taking a siesta at home, when word was 
brought us that the Marshal was about to remove by force 
the property we had replevined, despite the laws and 
authorities of this State, and, being anxions to see how it 
would be done, we repaired at once to th# place. Sheriff 
Page aud Under Sheriff Wasson, and Deputy Cogswell, 
made their appearance as soon as notified, and, after a 
brief conference, Deputy Marshal Kearney produced the 
old writ, and said if neither we nor the Sheriff would 
give a receipter for the goods, he must proceed to remove 
them. Accordingly be went into the paper-room—fol¬ 
lowed by the Sheriff and company—and seized a bundle 
of paper and made for the door. The Sheriff stopped 
him very good-naturedly, and told him he oould not per¬ 
mit suoh liberties with his property. Kearney pulled the 
bundle to the stairs, and then Page pulled it and Kearaey 
back again. After a little play of this kind, Kearney let 
go and took bold of a case of type, when the Sheriff 
stopped that proceeding. Kearney then took another 
bundle of paper, and, after being pulled back gently 
several times, Sheriff Page told him there was no use in 
fooling any longer, and jerked the bundle and Kearney 
back in double quiok time, wheu Kearney remarked that 
he supposed that was enough, and Cogswell advised him 
to desist—as it was evident the hustling time had come— 
and invited Page to go with him and liquor. We rayther 
think Sheriff Page does not hob-a-nob at the saloons with 
slave-catchers or their pimps. 

The Sheriff then deputized all present—inoluding the 
editors, printers and devil—to keep possession of the 
goods, and authorized them to resist their removal by all 
the power at their command. This did not seem to please 
Kearney, who remarked that the Sheriff had inoluded in 
the list the man—our assistant, Mr. Myers—who had told 
the deputy that if be was in Mr. Booth’s place, he would 
keep possession of his property, and if the Marshal and 
his deputies undertook to remove it by force, he would 
blow their brains out with a revolver, and trust to the 
laws ot the State for his defence. 

This morning the Sheriff put us again in formal pos¬ 
session of our property. 1 

These proceedings show that there is no avoiding a 
collision between tho authorities of the State and the offl-

necks and treat them as abject slaves. The U. S. offloials, 
from deputy Cogswell down to Judge Miller, scout the 
authorities and laws of this State, wheu they interfere 
with tho sacred business of kidnapping. Judge Miller 
held in the Garland case that as long as a slave-catcher 
had m his pocket an unexecuted warrant from hia Court 
for Blave-catcbing, he might knock down, maim and kill 
with impunity all who interfered with or in any manner 
impeded him in his slave-cutobing work, and no State pro¬ 
cess oould reach him and no Stato officer arrest him for 
Buch maiming or killing. A monstrous doctrine, whioh 
even the slaveholding Judges of a slaveholdiug State 
would not dare to assert! The officers of the United 
States are not content with the ordinary administration 
of tho laws, but make haste to defy and insult the laws 
and sovereignty of the State. Thus boldly are the liber¬ 
ties of the pooplc assailed by the Federal officers, who 
have undertaken the same task which the tools of George 
the Fourth attempted at the dawn of the Revolution. A 
despotism is sought to be established by them in the free 
States, as much worse than that the Revolutionary sires 


A WITNESS FOR THE TRUTH. 

The following extract of a private letter from a Pres¬ 
byterian clergyman in Western Pennsylvania, whose 
soundness in I he evangelical faith is unimpeached and 
unimpeachable, is so encouraging to us that we cannot 
resist the temptation to lay it before our readers. The 
writer illustrates very clearly the doctrine of Christ which 
the Abolitionists have so Iongand so earnestly vindicated- 
viz.: “ The tree is known by its fruit.” Unlike most of 
his clerical brethren, he is willing to stand side by side in 
the anti-slavery conflict with those whose creeds differ 
never so widely from his own ; while he despises the mean¬ 
ness of those who seek to divert attention from their own 
guilty complicity with slavery by lying charges of “ infi¬ 
delity ” against those who rebuke them for their “cant 
and whine ” and their want of sympathy for the oppressed. 
With the spirit exhibited by this faithful clergyman, who 
long since separated himself from a pro-slavery Church 
without changing his creed, our own is in close affinity, 
in spite of all differences of opinion upon minor points. 

“ I am pleased to see that Judge Jay is showing up the 


j enough to believe what Christ has said, ‘The tree is 
j known by its fruit.' If a man talks piously, and espe¬ 
cially if he have the holy whine, it seems to sanction and 
sanctify everything he does. Thus we endorse the Chris¬ 
tian character of the South. Next we will have an order 
of saints called ‘ holy ’ thieves, ‘ devout and praying ’ 
pirates, ‘ pious ’ garoters, ‘ religious ’ gamblers and whore¬ 
mongers. It requires more courage and faithfulness than 
most men have to lay aside the cant and whine of the 
Hunker Church and say boldly, with Christ, that it is all 
hypocrisy. The influence of you Garrisonian9 is not so 
much in undeceiving the people, for you cannot get at 
them. But Judge Jay will be listened to. 

“ I have the idea that all persons whose lives are 
Christ-like are in some way or other connected with Him. 
Believing as I do that man is a fallen being and naturally 
indisposed to good, if I see self-sacrificing beneficence and 
love of the just and the true in any one, such as Jesns of 
Nazareth manifested, it seems to me that, although he 
may profess to be a Socinian, there is yet an underground, 
invisible connection with Christ, from whom he derives 
this spirit. For good fruit will not grow on a bad tree; 
and if a man’s life is honest and without hypocrisy and 
a cloak beneficent, and like the great Model Man Christ 
Jesus, he must draw his spirit from that prolific source. 
If, on the contrary, a man whose life is one of violence 
and oppression offers himself as a Christian because of his 
creed and his loDg face and holy whine, Christ bids us to 
reject him instantly. Such opinions I am labouring to 
enforce by my pulpit efforts. 

“ I was very much struck with the remark of one of 
the speakers at the Faneuil Hall Festival, that ‘ the cause 
of Anti-Slavery owed us nothing, but we owed it every¬ 
thing.’ What a teacher of new ideas it has been to thou¬ 
sands! The principles that underlie the doctrine of 
human rights are far better understood now than they 
ever were before; and although, by the decision of the 
Supreme Court, the darkness of Egypt is again upon us, 
we shall overcome at the last. 

“ I have acted with the other branch of the anti-slavery 
host from the one with which you act. I have no objec¬ 
tion to dissolution. But the same public sentiment which 
would dissolve the Union would also destroy slavery; so 
that when the pinch comes, as come it will, the question 
will be one of expediency —Shall we, now that we have 
the power in our hands, dissolve the Union aud set up a 
new government, or shall we knock the brains out of the 
monster which has given us so much trouble, and remain 
united? Therefore I bid you God-speed, and would take 
pleasure iu attending your meetings. 

“ We shall soon see and learn the animus of the Ame¬ 
rican Tract Society in the matter of Whipple’s premium 
tract. What a battle we have to fight! What enemies 
to the cause of righteousness! And only think 1 they 
claim to be exclusively devout Christians. I have often 
to exclaim of Religion what Madame Roland did of 
Liberty—O, Christianity! what crimes have been perpe¬ 
trated in thy name 1 

“I have lately become a subscriber to The Standard, 
and regard it as a model paper. I feel greatly indebted 
to him who wrote the review of the Rev. Mr. Patton’s 
book on ‘ Slavery and Infidelity.’ ”
